Tryon at this 
stage of the conversation had become 
very nervous, his hands trembled, and 
the large veins of his neck swelled, show¬ 
ing great internal excitement. As ques¬ 
tions were continued to be put to him 
he grew more and more nervous until his 
hand trembled like an aspen leaf. When 
the Syracuse gentlemen came from the 
cell, Mr. Lang remarked that lie “he had 
not heard Tryon say as much since his 
confinement,” and Mr. Lang now judged 
him guilty, on his own statement.’ 

They next visited George Tryon, the 
son, who is about twenty-five years of 
ago.

The dark horrors of war are relieved 
by occasional gleams of humanity, which 
make one feel all the more saddened by 
the records of strife between men who 
ought to be as brothers. During the 
investment of Metz, it was common for 
the German sentries at the outposts to 
leave a portion of their rations for the 
famished sentries of the besieged army. 
A day’s rations were also willingly given 
up on the capitulation. One of the war 
correspondents of the London press de¬ 
scribes the following scene :— 

“This afternoon I witnessed a very 
touching scene. A French soldier of the 
33d Line Regiment, belonging to the 
Corps of General FrossarJ, had been 
made prisoner at the outposts. Lie is a* 
native of Jouy-auxrArches, where his 
wife and children now live. Bn passant 
on his way to Corny, where the head¬ 
quarters of the Prince are now situated, 
he asked permission to bo allowed to sec 
his wife and children. Need I say that 
the request was immediately granted? 
The poor woman, lu\lf deiirous with joy, 
askocl to be allowed to accompany her 
husband at least to Corny. This was 
also acceded to ; but then came the diffi¬ 
culty about the bairns. The ’woman was 
weak and could not carry her baby, and 
at home there was no one to mind it; 
as for the little chap of five—he could 
toddle along by his father’s side. The 
difficulty was, however, overcome by a 
great big Pomeranian soldier, who volun¬ 
teered to act as nurse. This man had 
been quartered close to the poor woman’s 
house ; and the little ones knew him, for 
he had often played with them. When,

Drinking Impure Water.— Set a 
pitcher of iced water in a room inhabit¬ 
ed, and in a few hours it will have ab¬ 
sorbed nearly all the perspired gases of 
the room, the air of which will have be¬ 
come purer, but the water utterly filthy. 
This depends on the fact that the water 
has the faculty of condensing and thereby 
absorbing nearly all the gases, which it 
does without increasing its own bulk. 
The colder the water is, the greater its 
capacity to contain these gases. At or¬ 
dinary temperature, a pint of water will 
contain a pint of carbonic acid gas and 
several pints of ammonia. This capac¬ 
ity is nearly doubled by reducing the 
temperature to that of ica Hence wator 
kept in the room a while is always unfit 
for use, and should be often removed, 
whether it has become warm or not. 
And for the same reason the water in a 
pump should all be pumped out iu the 
morning before any is used. That which 
has stood in a pitcher over night is not 
fit for coffee water in the morning. Im¬ 
pure water is more injurious to health 
than impure air, and every person should 
provide the means of obtaining fresh,

Acting on a similar principle with re¬ 
gard to paupers, and helping most those 
who most helped themselves, Massachu¬ 
setts has lessoned their number in her 
territory by fifteen per cent, within the 
last ten years, and that while her popula¬ 
tion has been fast increasing. 

In like manner, those safe from pau¬ 
perism are lifted still higher. Steamers 
and railroads, bringing immigrants by 
millions into the Mississippi Valley, have 
done them good just in proportion as 
their new opportunities have stimulated 
them to make the most of themselves. 

Pre-emption and homestead laws aim 
so to bestow the public domain that it 
shall become a public discipline.

There is no oth¬ 
er serious obstacle to perfect and contin¬ 
ued success. This must ho ^nd will be 
overcome, and the wintering of bees be 
made as certain as the wintering of horses 
and cattle. 

In the meantime let ns say to bee 
keepers, “Stick to it.” Many will be dis¬ 
couraged by this winter’s experience, and 
will abandon the business. It will be a 
mistake. There is scarcely a probability 
that such a winter will occur again for 
many years. “History but repeats it¬ 
self,” is just as true of apiculture as of 
nations and individuals, and past records 
show but few disastrous years. 

The severe losses of the last two years 
greatly reduce the supply and the num¬ 
ber of producers ; the consequence will 
bo high prices and a brisk demand for all 
the bee-keeper can produce, and the men

My Dear Rider :—Yesterday Dr. 
I. L. Peet preached the closing sermon 
of our academic year. The spacious 
chapel was filled by the pupils, by sev¬ 
eral of the graduates, and by many of 
the teachers. The sermon was very 
touching and impressive. At its com¬ 
mencement, the congregation sung in 
chorus tho beautiful hymn beginning 
with : 

“Prayer is the soul’s siucere desire,

That trembles in the breast. 

Prayer is the burden of a sigh. 

The falling of a tear, 

The upward glancing of an eye, 

When none but God is near.” 

Dr. Peet took his text from the fourth 
chapter, sixteenth verse of the Epistle 
of Saint James, and throughout the ser¬ 
mon was delivered with remarkable ef¬ 
fect. It would be of much interest to 
your readers, were your space large 
enough to admit of its publication entire.
